cions inquination, 15 {o, by the vileneſſe of a wilfu# 
ſelfe-negle#. Hence, when our ſoule findes a rare- 
neſſe ina tuned ſoule, we fixe ſo much on that, as we 
become charitable to the  diſproportion'd body, 
which wee finde containing it - and many times, 
the failes of the one, arc foyles, to ſet offthe other, 
with the greater grace and luſtre. The minds excel- 
E-ncy can ſalve the real blemiſhes of the body. In a 
man deformed, and rarely qualified, wee uſe firſt to 
view bis blozs, and then to tell-his verewes, that 
tranſcend them : which bee asit were, things ſer off 
with more glory, by the pitty and defect of the o- 
ther.

T He Proud maz and the Cholericke, ſeldome ar- 
rive atany height of verewe. Pride 1s the choler 

of the inde ; and choler is the pride of the Body, 
They are ſometimes borne to good parts of Ns- 
ture,but they rarely are knownto adde by induſtry, 
'Tis the milde and ſuffering diſpoſition, that ofte- 
neſt doth attaine to Eminency, Temper and Humi- 
lityare advantagious Yertwes, for bufineſſe,and to 
riſe by. Pride and Choler'make ſuch a noiſe, that 
they awake daxgers ; which the other with a ſoft 
tread,ſteales by undiſcovered. They fwe#a man fo | 
much,that he is too bigge to paſſe the narrow way. 
Temper and Humility, are like the Foxe when hee 
went into theGarrer, he could creepe inat alittle 
hole,and arriveatplenty. Pride and Choler are like 
the Foxe offering to goe out, when his Belly was 
full ; which inlarging him bigger than the paſſage 
made him ſtay and bee taken with ſhame. They 
thatwould come to preferment by Pride, are like 
them that aſcenda paire of ftaires on horſeback,'tis 
ren tO one, but bath their Beaſts will caſt them,ere 
they come to tread their Chamber, The mindes

of proud men, have not that cleereneſſe of diſcern- 
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ing, which ſhould make them judge aright of 
| them- 
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themſelves, and others.'Tis an uncharitable vice, 
which teaches men how to negle and contemne, 
So depreſſing others, it ſeeketh toraile it ſelfe: & 
by this depreſſion angers them, that they.bandy a- 
-ainſt it, till-it meers with the /oſſe. One thing it 
Path more than any Yicethat | know.: It is an Ene- 
mieto it ſetfe. Theproud man cannot indure to ſee 
pride in another, Drogenes trampled Plato : though 
indeed'tis rare to finde it in »-er {o qualified. The 
maine thing that ſhould mend theſe two, they

want ; and that is,the Reprehenſion of a Friend, Pride 
ſcornes a Correfor,and thinks it a diſparagement to 
learne: 'and Choler admits no counſel! that croſſes 
him. :rofing angers him,and axger blinder him. So 
ifever they heare any fault, it muſt either be from 
an Enemy in diſdaine, or from a Friend, that muſt 
reſolve to loſe them by't. 24. Druſus, the Tribune 
of the People, caſt the Conſiull, L, Philippms, intopri- 
ſon,becauſehe did but interrupt him in his ſpeech. 
Other diſpoſitions may have the benefits of a friendly 
monitor, but theſe by their vices doe ſeeme to give 
a defiance to Counſelt, Since, when men once kneyw 
them, they will ratherbeeſi/ent, and let them reſt 
in their fey, than by admoniſhine them, runne in- 
toa certaine Brawle. There isanother thing ſhewes 


the moſt abje# paſſion of the minde, Feare, We dare 
neither be proud to one that can puniſh us, nor chol- 
lericke tooOne much above us, But when wee have 
to dealewith ſuch, wee clad our ſelves in their co- 
trariec, as knowing they are habits of more ſafery, 


and better liking, Every man flyes from the burning

A Sthedeepeſt hate, is thatwhich ſprings from 
the moſt vielext Love ,' So,the greateſt Diſcour- 
teſies oft ariſe from the largeſt favours. Benefits to 
good Natures, can never bee fo great, as tO make 
thanks bluſh-intheir tendering: byt when they be 
weighty, and lighton ill ones, t en make their 
returne in Ingratitude. Ext ry favours make 
the giver hated by theRecerver,that ſhold love him. 
Experiencehath proved, that Taciru wrote Truth : 
Beneficia uſque ade6 lata ſunt, dum videntur poſſe exol- 
ui,ubi multum antevenere,pro gratia, odium redditur. 
Benefits are ſo long gratefull, as we thinke wee can 
repay them : but when they challenge more, our 


' thankes convert to hate It is not good to'make 


men owe us more than they are able to' pay: ex- 


houſe : and one of theſe hath afire inhis heart, and 
the other diſcovers it in hisface.. In my'opinioh; 
there bee no vicewthat incroach ſo much on'Uſgp
